An Eesay on the Cultivation of Poeti- 
cal Taatea. 

Tho following KtfRy vt* read l-cforo (ho lent

Allliou^li all mcu or wornc/i ore not poet*, 
and boidc arc to o>i&titulc,d )>y nature oa (0 
bo incapablo of appvtciatinj; or eujoving'llic 
productions ol'tho lunster KjurilH oftbvlyrc, 
or Iho liifrh and oral ciniohliiig vicwri to be 
learned from thu occurrence of important 
cvcnlfl, or Ibe pathos of life's humbler, but 
not Iten interest log record : yet ill fill n«cs of 

ibe worH'a InMory, mid nmong nil nations, 
in all btaKcsof EOciety, thesjH'ritofpoelry, in 
KOino or rill of ifa varied tanuH hasbo&ii mam- 
fcatcJ and found tt symputbeliu chord in tin: 
utTcclions of mankind. The niiualrcls rd' 
Cambraria kepi alive oniony tiieir lti^cil bOh 
the stern love of freedom, until Iho rutblefs 
Kdward swept them ftom amon^ their )w> 
pic, Ic-sl their wilds strain of the prowcv.i 
and might of their anccf tor.i altould inl«rl ere 
with hia project of bringing the mountains of 
Wales beneath his sceptre, showing that ho 
fully understood (ho influence their popular 
minstrelsy would exercise over the hardy 
and brave race he wished to subjugate. The 
wildEiva^oof the wilderness recounia in rude 
strains, his fathers, his own, and his uulions 
glories, or raise Jus mind to deeds of daring 
through the influence of tho excHinx\rvar 
Eon«^, or chants his death lay with true heroic 
6pirit. The Ethiopeun beneath his shading 
pahns, the islander of the southern teas, the 
dweller amidst northern snows, tho inhabi- 
tants of every city, village, Immlel, mountain, 
and plain, have all, in Borne measure, the love 
of the wonderful, the strange, the romantic,

the beautiful, heroic anJ r*ym pa the tic, whiel 
naturally finds a language expressive of the 
emotions excited, and though those expres- 
sions may be far from the perfection of poeti- 
cal measures they me sufficient to show lhat 
there exists a permanent basis in the human 
iutcllcct for the talent of poetry. Hut it is 
not always the actors in events of great poeti- 
cal interest become their recorders, although 
we liavo many instances of the most beauti- 
ful effusions of poetical excitement and eleva- 
tion in which the actors arc the poets as in 
Moses* bong of triumph on the ehorcs of Ibe 
red eca, in which a great nation celebrated its 
deliverance from captivity, and in Deborah, 
and Borahs song ^victory over SisMaj with 
many other passages <of highest poetical bciu- 
ty, splendor, pathos, arid power, but in the 
jjreal epics handed down to ns from prcced"- 
ing ages the composcis have more frefruontly 
l>ec-n those who in comparative (juiciness, 
themselves, contemplated those great events, 
tliat enlarged and excited their fancy and 
judgement. Mind Homer bus given us the 
Trojan war, embellished aud enriched by his 
powerful imagination with the imagery of the 
ancient Grecian Mythology, Virgil, the de- 
scent of the founders of Home from the Tro- 
jan hero the Cod like /fiucaa.' Milieu, ''The 
tearful flight of high Archangel from the 
throne of heaven, to tho dark wastes of inex- 
hausllcss woe" — ntid through that flight, 
" The loss of IXvii till one meu rvtloiv." 
Sliakcspear's mngtitficent genius has given 
us With masterly unishing the characters of 
preceding generations, which with the cloud 
of beautiful poetry on all subjects, from vari- 
ous authors and different ages has enriched 
the world with the wealth of poetical produc- 
tions, which can only Unappreciated fully by 
tho poetically cultivated mind, which like 
other acquirements must have tho foundation 
laid in early life to acquire in malurerycan> 
the capacity of enjoying the productions of wit 
and genius. It is often asserted by many 
that they cannot enjoy pottry, they caunot 
like it : perhaps those persona are not aware 
how much, or how often, they aro pleased 
i\\A gratified by poetical centimcute: all poe- 
try it nut reduced to measured rnymcj or 
tttuleiy Wank verso, ncWier is it all written, 
but floats aiouud us in the breezes and L1os> 
noma of Epiiog, the flowers and bloom of i-um-; 
mer, tho grandeur of i\ulumn, or the gloom 
mid dread of winterer in the bathos, ufli-o 1 
tion and lcodernesa of domestic life, and most 
portons can be tuited in some degree, if suiv- 
plied with poetry relating to incidents in 
which their own ftclingn, have been personal- 



ly interested, and aro gratified \7i1h vcrco of 
tho simplest character although tbey may not 
from various circumstances be disponed to en- 
ter tho higher fields of litcraturo m that de- 
partment; and indeed tho nature of our. em- 
ployments and the aspect of our country baa 
a tendency bo to enlist tho facilities of its 
pcopla In tho pursuit of wealth and coraforU- 
Wo living, that \ro aro more likely to furnish 
themes for tho poet at eotno future time than 
to bo ycry poetically gifted outecIvcj, union 
in tho midst of our atirring indiib'.ry wo give 
ourselves a littlo titan for poetical culturo: 
and all cultivated minds will readily acknow- 
ledge that to acquire tho power of under- 
standing and appreciating tho higher walkn 
of literature a little inoro than U comprehend- 
ed as yet in our country will not bo tho 
means of deteriorating any enjoyment of hap- 
pincas or contentment; and although wo 
have lilllo of really national poetry or any 
hialofy eo written aa to give eloquently tho 
lights and uhadowtf of our career as a people 

find nation, we slinll have attained eoiaelliing 

16 our credit if wo learn to value the master 
inii ids of other lands, and bring our national 
reading up to tho standard to which our Anglo 
Saxon tongue has attained, wo ehall bavo a 
great deal dono towards improving our Ian- 
giinjje D4 a peoplo. For though we may study 
all the rules of English Grammar to perfec- 
tion, there is no way to attain copiousncM of 
expression and a full, rich, refined, and clafsi- 
clo languago than by reading extensively the 
productions of poetical, historical and tcicn- 
tific authors, and although we bavo gained a 
grand elevation as n young nation, but a lit- 
tle inoro (in our West) than half a centuries' 
growth, and cannot be called tin ignorant peo- 
ple which our Jtiblu freedom mid free press 
literature, must ever forbid us to he, wo arc 
not as yet a deeply learned or extensively 
reading nation. \\ c arc generally too easily 
satisfied with the light li'tcratuic of maga- 
zines and periodicals which arc ttrewn, if wc 
may so speak, among such a practical com- 
pany on tho porches of the halls of txiencc, to 
enter methodically into the task of acquaint- 
ing oureelvca villi the stores of learning pil- 
ed up in those Rtately halls, and of whicli 
carelul attention and resolute perseverance 
can alone mako us the possessors. But tore- 
turn to our subject more closely, a national 
and general culture of poetical taste: I have 
heard it asserted that wc could never pro- 
duco any poetry of a liigh standard because 
wc have no lofty mountains, or remarkably 
piclurevjuc scenery, but though not denying 
the fuU merit of grand mid feublime scenery, 
in Jiocticul dcfcripliou, I think we have only 
to stand htill and think a little to bring around 
us a grand panorama of majestic scenery, our 
beautiful and picturesque highway of engird- 
ing lakes; .Niagara, with its foaming unceas-

In the acieiiee of Optics, a* m that of 
Klectrii-ily, we know ibsl Ibere ti au egtut or 
first cauw— a certain noiilVlhing about which 
vk iL^ion, and ibe diftereut Jiudificatjeut and 
pfOpertie* of which, when investigated Dud 
tbtjificd ccusiiiutc ihe scictce. in Optics 



wc nro nsvare lhat this agent is the sunbeam; 
in Electricity we. know it to be an indefinable 
sometliing concerning the nature of which il is 
impossible to hazard even a conjccjurc ; In the 
former, ilie agent, if not tangible, is at least 
paljabto in its nunnal stale ; in the latter, it is 
neither tangible nor palpable in ila normal state; 
in ihe one, we see Ihe agent around us on 
every tide— it lights u» eud narma us; in the 
oilier it is invisible, hidden in 'he recedes of 
the earth like one of the genii of Kastern my- 
thology, until summoned into life aodactixity 
by robbing the glass of Ibe lamp ; in ihe first 
v/e have visible bun^hir.e, 10 tho r,*cond no in- 
visible phantom. 

Anoiher reason which makes, or should 



make Ibe sltdy of Klcciricily popular, is iho 
comparative chcapncM of ihe materials ofea- 
peciment. In all, or most of the other physi- 
cal sciences, and rnoio particularly in Optics 

Iho expense of lha sparatus is a forraidabla 
item, and often prevents tho aludy of ibem by 
a man of moderate means. A variety of 

Iwjci, Ino or three tctcicopee, n microicof e, 
■prism, etc., are no small drawbacks on the 
pocket of a poor man, and yet iheso form 
ooty the corHineneeiuent of a complete set of 
tools for the optician*a srorkshop ; whereas, in 
Kfectricily, Ihe principal item will be the 
m3cbitie, which n man of ordinary mechanical 
genius may make for himself at a very trifling 
expense j the remaining items are so cheap as 
scarcely to deserve ineniioning, being pith, 
balk, brass chaius, panes of glass, (in foil, silk 
(bread, etc. 

As to the effects produced by ihe two 
agcula upon ihe physical rrortd, th« compari- 
son, u to variety is vastly in favor of Klcc- 
iricily. Jn Ojdics, the permaneni effects are 
few and In mil ess, being confined to certain 
chemical phenomena, and (hat in a few instan- 
ces only ; in. Kkctricily, ihey are generally 
permanent, and lomelimes desolating realities. 
We find il in its violence in the shattering 
lightning, and in the overwhelming water- 
spout ; in Ihe circular hurricane lhat sweeps 
along ils path as with Ihe besom of desl ruction 
end in Ihe pillars of dusi that dance harmless 
ly upon ihe plains of Australia 5 in the de- 
structive hail (hewer, and in Ihe pleasing 
constructions of ihe northern lights. I5ul it 
is in ihe mastery which tnau has acquired over 
it by studying ila laws that lis chief interest 
consist!, l\ has elTtcled Ihe decomposllion 
of bodies which had previously resisted every 
other method known to Ihe c he in i si ; il trans- 
mits though sttnosl instantaneously j il fur- 
nishea the piaclicat astronomer wiiha inelhod 
of uoiing down the exact iaslant of ihe time 
of taking an obsemliou svithout his- being 
under the necessity of removing his eye from 
Ihe telescope ; il may bu made ie produce the 
mast intense fceat yet discovered, and is used 
as a inotcr for smill machinery, ami in such 
cases is preferred lo all other motors tn con- 
wquecce of (lie rtpulajity of iu action ; il 
ofaies ihe baser mttils with silver or gold, 
and covers wjih a pellicle of copper Ihe com- 
mon pb>ter casls, so as 10 give ihem ibe ap- 
pearaiice of solid metal j il can be collected 
in amount sufficient lo destroy life, and yet be 
senl in a continuous stream through the deti 
cate Icxiuie of Ihe brain-; and the expeti* 
meiits seen) to prove ihit it cau be made a 
powerful auxihaiy in promoling vcgeiatiou. 

Such appears lo us lo be a few of the sail- 
ent point allraclion sshich should form an in- 
dueemeul to tLe study of 'these sciences. 



Th« Seven Wonders of the World-and 
the Last. 

t'fvKi the $ei$ntijtc .4nfrKun. 

The Grtttt Bottom lias been called " the 
ei^hlli wonder of the world," but a brief com- 
parison wifhlua others and a consideration of 
ihe seveial elements which enler mlotlsslruc- 
lure will show (hat il it a far greater wonder 
than any of the marvel* of -early days. TLe 
-»ev*n gnat works which so excited Ihe ad.oi- 
lalion of iheanciculi lhat they called Ihem 
•• svoudir* of the world" were a* follows : 

1st— The K^yplian Pyramids. The larg- 
est of these is 093 feet square tod 490 feel 
high, and its base coters 1 1\ acres of ground 

2nd— The Mausoleum, erected at Mou solus, 
a king of Can a, by his widow, Artemisia. Jt 
was U3 feel long and 35 leet high. 

3id — The Temple of Diana al Ephesus. 
This was -1-25 feu', in length and 220 feet in 
breadth. 

4th— Walls and Hanging Gardens of Baby- 
lon. These walls were staled, by Herodolur, 
lo have been bo feet Ihick, 3o0 feet high, 
and 00 miles in length ; snd this ataUmeiM U 
deemed creditable by modern antiquarians. 
, 5ih— The Oolesus of Rhode". This was a 
brazen slalue of Appolo, W5 f^j| in height 
s lauding at the mould of the harbor of 
Rhodes. 

6ib--'Ilie Stalule of Jupiier Olympos, al 
Athens, which was made ol ivory end gold, 
and was wont oriel for its beauty ralLer than 
for its ute. 

7lh.— Tire Pharos of Po lie my Philader- 
phus. This was a h^hl>house 600 feel high, 
on ihe iihmd cf 1'luros al Akxaudria, in 
lOgjpt. A fiie of wood was kepi burning tu 
its summit during the ulght, lo guide ships to 
(he hatbor. 

As mere masses of matter, a *;i^dil moun- 
tain sui passes any or indeed alt of the*e works 
combined, and of course, l! ( e only reason why 
they excite nuc admiration or interest is in 
ihe ei renin stance ibsl ihey are ilie work of 
onr race ; tbey arc splendid triumphs of hu- 
man inleilig V nce and power. l>'Jt in thi* 
noiut of vie.i how completely thoy sink iuio 
I'lSi^QiAcance when compared nilti the Greitt 
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Wilh all this accumulated knowledge, how 
great was the insula! labor required to dater- 
mine the form and duncuM-ms of e?«-ry onoof 
the numerous beam^, and of the thousand 
plaies in thii ship ! Such wnuld be the com- 
parison of ibe great vessel with our works, if 
she were to remain stationary on solid founda- 
lioni ;bul lha 12,000 tuns of trnn of which 
she is composed are destined to /Torre on the 
liquid ocean j she is to plow hur way^ifarough 
Ihe billows, to rt:e aud fall vriih iho tide, and 
to pass her life as a drop of Ibe sea ! Il is 
in ihe knowledge and thought which bare 
been combined lo product and dfect ibis 
motion, lhat llm Great Eastern leaves ibe 
wo; b sol oncieul wonder ent rely 01 1 of com* 
parisoo. In order to determine the si J j of 
the bolters, conducliog'pipes, valves and pumps 
bovr numerous, careful and laborious hare 
been ibo experiments upon iho evaporation of 
water, the presure of steam at vaijous tern*. 
peraturcs, the absorplion of incondenubte gas. 

es by water, and Ihe hundreds of other mat- 

lor* which vie have not space even to (.numer- 
ate. 

The perpetual interest and wouder excited 
by the Great Eastern, is in tho vast volume 
of embodied thought that is embraced by her 
iron ribs. And yet all this issurpuicd by the 
knowledgo of ihe stars which are to direct her 
course. How enormous has been ihe amount 
of intellectual labor, devoted by the greatesi 
minds that the world has ever known, to those 
investigations of astronomy winch lute brought 
the art ol navigation to it* preseut slate ol 
perfection. Iu the bold genius which conceiv- 
ed the enterprise— in Ihe long accumu'alinns 
of money which furnished tie capital — in tbe 
acouitilions of knowledge tod grasp of miad 
whieh planned her complicated structure — and 
in the subline tcience which, by observation 
<n the distant heavenly bodies, is to g*i4eher 
pre-detcrmmed way orer the pathless ocean— 
ihe iron ship which now lies at tbe fool 
of Hammond tlreet, *n this cily, is the 
greatest conquest of intellect over inanimate 
matter and ihe blind forces of nature thai has 
ever been achieved by the human race.
